If wo may look to tha more serious 
magazines for indicétions of the trend of ~ 
policy and opinion, world-policies and ideas are 
indeed in the melting-pot so far as England 
is concerned. The Anglo-French Agreement, 
the AngloJapanese Alliance, and Anglo- 
German relations are treeted to a variety of 
interpretations that can hardly end in getting 
us much “forrader.” The conflict of opinion 
may be largely dae to the instability of all 
policy, cansed, or, at least, aggravated, by the 
doubtfal state of Rassias. Bat it must be 
also explained by the insidious disease of 
“drift,” from which the whole body politic has 
been suffering for so long. 

In such circumstances the alarmist is apt to 
be very alarming indeed, and Mr. Arnold 
White, who writes on “The Invasion of England” 
in the ‘Monthly Review,” is the blackest pessi- 
mist in the world. But, conceding the 
obsecsion of the Kaiser by the dream of such 
an event, and the willingness of his subjects to 
support him in such a policy, Mr. White fails 
to convince us that it could be, or woald be 
carried out at all as he pictures it.The alarmist 
thrills our blood in this awesome way: “On 
approaching the English shore the German 
transports would have to anchor at a distance. 
The effort would probably be made on a moon- 
lesa, and, if possible, on a Saturday night. When 
the boats of the flotilla approached within five 
hundred yards of the beach the British fire 
should begin, but if it isnot there the Germans 
would land scath'ess . . . Well-timed 
shrapnel would, of course, play sad havoo with 
the boats, bat, with every detail thought out 
beforehand by, the analytic German brain, 
there is no doubt that the plan of the invader 
would have some chance ef success,” sry shied

His 
article is excellent, if sensational, fiction. It 
will not scare us from slamber, nor can it pos- 
sibly embitter Anglo-German relations. 

And yet—Mr. Arnold White is not the only, 
nor the most important, person who believes 
in the possibility of a raidon Bagland’s shores. 
He is not alone in his despair at the apathy 
with regard to efficient preparation and sound 
military defence. If only he had been more 
reasonable he would have led more wisely to 
his peroration : “The English Volanteers are 
without eqaipment or training ; they are al- 
most without gans ; and they have had no 
practice in the work of repelling i invasion. The 
English Militia are 937 short in offisera, and 
$2,164 in men.” These are facts. It is a tact, 
too, that a sense of personal obligation, per- 
sonal loss and suffering, would teach English- 
men to know the meaning of the word ‘war,’ 
as others know it—an education which might 
go farther than diplomacy in hastening the 
millenium of peace.

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EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES. 


EGYPT'S ASIATIC NEIGHBOURS 
UNDER THE BARLIER DYNASTIES. 


— 


The discoveries of recent years in Egyptian 
archicology have greatly increased our know- 
ledge of the geographical extent of Egyptian 
dominion and inflaence in Western Asia under 
the earlier dynasties. ‘I'bis additional informa- 
tion has chiefly been derived from the closer 
attention paid to all remains of hieroglyphical 
inacriptions in the Sinaitic peninsulas, as well 
as from a re-investigation of all known texts 
upon monuments and papyri, referring to lands 
or peoples east of Ezypt proper. 

The reliefs of the Pharaohs Zosiri-Noutirkha 
and Sanakht* of the First Dynasty, near Sinai, 
carry back the date for Egyptian expeditions 
to that region far anterior to the era of Sener- 
feron and the “pyramid kings” ; whilst the 
fact that the Fifth Dyoasty monarchs conduct- 
ed campaigns in Syria is proved by the in- 
scription in the tomb of Anti at Sakkarah, and 
fur the Sixth Dynasty by that of Oani. He 
calls the Asiatics Amou and Hirashu, names 
they bore at times through all Egyptian his- 
tory. ; 

The new discoveries, however, to be parti- 
colarly alladed to concern 12th dynasty in- 
scriptions, one of them a memorial of a certain 
Khonsovkou, found by Mr. Garstang in 1900; 
and two others of persons named Ptah-ouron, 
and Sinofrit, were discovered at Sarbont-el- 
Khadim in the Sinaitio district, and which 
give further ioformation of a hitherto unrecord- 
ed Asiatic expedition under Usirtasen III; 
also of Egyptian officials being at the Sarbont- 
el-Khadim mines under Amenemhat III. 

But the new texta disclore a more interest- 
ing fact than these, and that ia that the 
Egyptians were well acquainted with three 
tribes mentioned in the geographical and 
ethnographical list in Genesis 36. These are 
the Lotan, or Lotanu, the Horites, and the 
Aiah, and farther, they connected them toge- 
ther geographically and racially ss does the 
Old Testament. 

The first of these important inscriptions 
records a war waged against the country of 
the Sakimim, and the tribe, or people, of the 
Lotanu who were encountered during an expe- 
dition to the land of Monitiou-Sati, which in 
early Egyptian times signified nesr Asia, or 
rather South Syria. Immediately the text was 
deciphered it confirmed the supposition of 
Professor Max Maller that the people read as 
Tanou upon the celebrated Berlin papyrus of 
the XII. dynasty, containing the tavels, or 
adventarea, of Saneha, should be read Lotann. 

He speaks of two districts occopied by them 
as Lotano, simple, and Higher (or Upper) 
Lotana. The inscription of Senofrit mentions 
a chief, or sheikh, named Khebta, or Khebtats, 
who, he says. was brother to a king of the 
Lotan, and this Sinaitic prince was evidently 
an ally, if not even sn cfiicial, of the Bgyptiane, 
for his name appears in several lists of their 
officers and overseers. Whether he served as 
guide to their parties or was awarded a post 
among the staff of the Bgyptian colony at 
Sarbout-el-Khdim in order to conciliate bis 
countrymen, is unknown. It willbe seen that 
these monumental records and the Saneba 
papyros all assign Lotan to the Sinsitic 
district in ‘Middle Empire” times. It is very 
singulsr that in later times, for instance onder 
the reign of Thotmes JII., upper and lower 
Lotana signified regions away in Palestine and 
North Syria. But this corresponds to the 
frequent enlargement, or projection rather, 
of the name fora neighbouring district to a 
farther district es the geograpbical knowledge 
of the nation using the title, to denotea 
frontier territory expands, As Palestine, Greece, 
and Germany gradually embraced more extend- 
ed boundaries so to the Egyptians. Lotann was 
at first close to their eastern frontier; as their 
conquests extended forther into Asia the name 
was applied to countries further away. 

As M. Lévy remarks, it is evident to us, 
now that we have more texts to guide us, 
that primarily Lotana was the part of the 
Sinaitiopeninsula bordering opon the Pharaonic 
mining colonies, probably upon the Syrian or 
Palestine tide of these. In fact, the desert 
between Palestire and Egypt, with the hills 
and the valleys of which Sarbout-el-Kbadim 
was one, was situated within its area. 

In the time of Saneha, he, having penetrated 
farther into the valleys and oases in which the 
Lotana lined, prjected part of their domain 
to a more distant position, aad so writes of a 
higher Lotana to the north towards Palestine. 

As time rolled on the Egyptians. applied tha 
name, perhaps merely for want of knowing 
better, to other areas until onder Thotmes 
III. it was at times used as designation for 
southern and northern Syris, or:as M. Tevy 
farther says, they first placed it at the fortress 
of the Semitic people on the threshold of 
Asia away from the Mediterranean towards 
Sinai, and finally transferred it.to all the 
hinterland of the Palestine plateaus and central 
Syria. 4s mentioned, these early monuments, 
in addition to the Lotanu, speak of the Horn, 
or Horites, as contiguous to each other. This 
second race's district at a later epoch was 
transferred to the Syrian shore, for the 
Golenischef papyrus calls the Mediterranesn 
near to Byblos, or Gebal, the rea of Hor. 
This teaches us that Hor represented to the 
Egyptian at the greatest period of their terri- 
torial agrsndisement the Shephela of the 
Hebrews. In Egyptian docoments up-to the 
19th dynasty it also signified a district close 
to the Egyptian frontier near the Siuaitio

FRENCH-CANADIANS AND 
FEDERATION. 


Mr. Francis W. Grey, in the “Empire 
Review,” voaches for the loyalty of the French 
Canadians, who constitute about 40 per cent.

On the 
other hand, the French Canadians are intensely 
loyal to the Crown, which, as Lord Grey has 
said, guarantees their rights and privileges. 
“Any man who, in the province of Quebec, 
should preach disloyalty to the Crown would 
be regarded asa madman or a fool.” 

Mr. Grey thus states Canadian Federa- 
tionist ideas, as he conceives them : — 

“What is wanted is a federation providing 
for the nataral growth of colonies, oversea 
dominions, into nations possessing in matters 
military, commercial and relating to treaties, 
the fallest and most complete autonomy. It 
must be a Federation linking these nations 
into one Empire, wherein each remsins a 
sovereign State, subject, not to an Imperial 
Parliament, but to the Monarch alone. Sach 
nations might, as Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
suggested, be united by treaties, commercial, 
military and others, drawn op by His Majesty's 
Ministers for each State, and agreed to by all. 
Each State, in an Empire of this making, while 
retaining fall control of its military and naval 
forces, as of the taxation necessary for defence, 
would take its share in Imperial wars as treaty 
obligations, and the advice ot His Majesty's 
Ministers on the spot, should decide.”
